INTENSIFIED FARMING. 


The new generation is taking, an in- 


telligent interest, in scientific farming, 
and all sorts of experiments are being 
tried to increase the yield of crops 
and reduce the acreage.

"To show that his efforts in replen- 
ishing the fertility of his soil have not 
been in vain, it is only necessary to 
mention that last year. this progres- 
sive countryman harvested four hun- 
dred and fifty bushels of corn of fine 
quality fr<5m his five-acre .cornfield, 
while for the -past three, years' his 
wheat has never gone below thirty- 
nine bushels to'the acre/ His most 
profitable-cash crop-has been tobacco;
